Debtor and Creditor- 

An Act iuti'OLTucod during tho pre- 
sent seabion of tlie Dominion Parlia- 
ment makes important readjustment 
in relations of debtor and creditor. It 
is entitled "An Act to facilitate ar- 
rangements between debtor and credi- 
tor, to punish fraudulent debtors, and 
to abolish preferences in favor of 
judgment creditors." The operations 
of the Act are confined to "traders." It 
provides as follows : — 

"Any debtor unable to meet his en- 
gagements, and desirous of elVoctiug a 
composition with his creditor.s, shall bo 
discharged from all his liabilities con- 
nected with his trade, upon his obtain- 
ing tho execution of a deed of compo- 
sition and dischai'ge, signed by the 
majority in number of those creditors 
whoso claims amount to one hundred 
dollars and upwards, and who repre- 
sent at least three-fourths in value of 
the liabilities of the insolvent, and 
such composition and discharge shall 
have tho same effect with regard to the 
remainder of his creditors and be bind- 
ing to the same extent upon him and 
upon them, as if they were also parties 
to it. 

Such deed of composition and dis- 
charge may be so made either in consi- 
deration of the composition payable in 
cash, or on terms of credit, or partially 
for cash and part' ally on credit, or by 
the assignment of the whole or a por- 
tion of his estate to such trustee as 
may be named in such deed of compo- 
sition ; and the payment of such com- 
position may be secured or not, accord- 
ing to the pleasure of tho creditors 
signing it; and the discharge may be 
absolute or conditional upon the com- 
position being paid." 

It also provides that a debtor shall 
be deemed insolvent, if upon a demand 
made upon him for tho payment of any 
matured claim of one hundred dollars 
and over, ho neglects or fails to pay 
the same within three days after such 
demand, having no lawful excuse for 
noglectingor refusing; and the credit- 
or may apply by petition to a judge 
(in the Province of British Columbia a 
judge of the Supremo Court), setting 
forth tho nature of tho claim, &c., and 
praying for an order on such debtor to 
appear and show cause why a writ of 
attachment should not issne. On the 
debtor appearhig in obedience to such 
order, the judge may, upon examina- 
tion, malre an order adjudging the debt- 
or insolvent; or if it should iipi)oar 
that the stoppage of payment was only 
temporary, and was not caiiaod by any 
fraud or fraudulent intent, or by tho in- 
sufiacioncy of his assets, the judge may 
discharge the potitiou, with or without 
costs. It is further provided tliat a 
debtor procuring the exocution of a deed 
of composition as herein above first pro- 
vided, shall be absolutoly free luid dis- 
cliargod from all liabilities incurred in his 
trade and biisinosa only, proridod lio de- 
posits with the prothonotary or clerk of 
the court over which tho judge presides, 
in tho district or county where tho debt- 
or resides, a duplioato of tho haid deed 
of composition and discharge, or a nota- 
rial copy thereof when o.xooated before a 
notary public, and obtains tlio confirma- 
tion thereof by a judge in a manner pro- 
vided. Tho Act dIbo aupplies ample 
machinery for proceeding in case of fraud 
or absconding. Its provisions seem to 
be very complete, and, at the same time, 
simple. 

Coffin on British Columbia 

Tho "Canadian Monthly" for May 
contains an interesting and valuable 
article from the pen of Lieut. Col. 
Coffin. The paper is based upon the 
published report of the Hon. 'Mr. 
Langevin, and is calculated to do 
much good by bringing the resources 
and natural advantages and attractions 
of this Province more extensively under 
the notice of the reading world. 
Gladly would we make room for the 
whole paper; but as its length pre- 
cludes the possibility of that, a few ox- 
tracts must suffice : — 

"The mi.ssion of tlio ^Minister of 
Public Works for the Dominion to 
British Columbia embraced not only 
an examination into the state and con- 
dition of tho public works under the 
control of his Department, but oiuiui- 
ricH, even still more important at this 
particular time, in relation to tho pro- 
jected Pacific Kailway, and the final 
settlement of its western terminus. Of 
all questions destined to govern tho 
future of this great Dominion, this 
last is the most pregnant and the most 
critical, ami it is clear tluit tliis great 
(piostion has been witii Mr. Langevin 
a paramount olyect. Like the cele- 
brated White Horse in a battlepi(!co 
by Wouvermans, view the picture in 
whatever light you may, above tlio 
smoke of tho ccjiiilict, and amidst 
tlio crowd of accessories, that White 
Hor.HO is over tho most prominent and 
tho most attractive feature. AVo shall 
have occasion, by and by, to revert to 
this leading feature in Mr. Lanjjovin's 
picture, but among the accessories we 
may note, first, tho agreablo climate of 
Vancouver Isl.ind, which resembles 
that of ICiighind without its humidity; 
whore the suniiner is dry and waim, 
the autumn bright and balmy, tho 
winter and spring open, though wot; 
where, in seasons excejifioiially severe, 
ice forms to tho thickuos.s of a penny 
])iece, but whoro, in coinjioiiiiation , 
goosobnrrv buds open in Kobruary, 
oarly plants bnrg(!on in ^larch, and 
Htrawborries bloom in the middle of 
ApiiJ. The littoral, both of the Island 



and the mainland— British Columbia- 
partakes of these characteristics, but 
tho interior of both is mountainous 
and highly picturesque, intersected by 
valleys, deep and fertile, by olevatod 
and extensivo plateaux, where in 
winter the snow does not impede 
travelling,. and .tliepastmre is such— .i 
species known as bunch grass— that 
animals thrive at all seasons. Cattle- 
horses, beeves, shcop and swine, 
multiply and fatten, winter and sum- 
luor, on theso nutritious grasses; oxen 
were seen, six years old, and in good 
case, which, during their bovine exis- 
tence, had been housed by the vault of 
heaven alone; while the farmer who 
provides against accident by a month's 
winter forage in advance, is regarded 
as precautionary paragon. These 
conditions of climate operate exuber- 
antly on a soil whereon flouriBhos, in 
great abundanco, the Douglas pine, 
rising often to 150 and 175 feet, with- 
out knot or branch; and turns out logs 
which would mako the mouth of an 
Ottawa lumberman water — say 80 feet 
long by six feet in diameter — and yet 
by the" side of this sylvan giant, and 
other uoblo forest trees, common to 
Canada, do not disdain to grow cab- 
bages, carrots, turnips and potatoes, 
equal to any in the Dominion; and 
even at a level of 2,700 feet above the 
sea, on the plateaux before adverted 
to, were seen fields of wheat, oats and 
barley, which, aided liy an ingenious 
system of artificial irrigation, present- 
ed the finest possible appearance, ])ru- 
claiming, as it is prettily put, "in 
their mute language, that those who 
believed that British Columbia was a 
land of mountains unfit for cultivation 
and destined to prove a source of cx- 
penao to Confederation had made a 
mistake." * * * * * 
But the hidden riches of this 
pietursquo country far eicoed 
those which meat tho eye. In the 
bowels of tho earth, in the waters 
under the earth, on the rocky shores 
of the inland seas, in the beds of 
rivers nature has been prodigal of 
gifts. Gold and silver, copper and 
coal, crop out geologically all over 
the country. Near tho town of Hope, 
on the Fraser River, ^Ir. Langevin 
saw specimens of silver of such rich- 
ness as to justify the construction of 
extensive works.including a road from 
Hope to the mine itself, and there is 
every reason to boliovo that the silver 
region oxtonds through the range of 

mountains in which this line is situated. 
»**«♦*» 

But the real troasuiy of British Colum- 
bia isthe ocean — the untold and im- 
measurable wealth of its fisheries, 
Tho waters of tho Gulf of Georgia are 
alive with fish, proper for ihf> food of 
man, while the Northern Pacific 
abounds in the 'cetacesj' and other 
deep sea species known to commerce. 
The wlialo,the 'right whale' of Hcores- 
bv, the whalo of train-oil and whale- 
bone, tho porpoise and tlio dog-lish, 
oil-producing, have given birth to oii- 
torprisos which, though still in their in- 
fancy, present an infancy full of pro- 
mise." ♦

Commons, May 19. 

The Committee on Imniigratiou pre- 
sented their report to-day. They 
state tliat tuny took evidence in rela- 
tion til the jiroccedings of the luimi- 
grntion Dep.irtmont aud find that 
during tlio last eighteen months the 
Department have circulated 1, 8.10, 000 
fiopies of ijninplilet.s, being on tho . sub- 
ject of 1 luiuignitu.iii , besides about 
1,01)0,(100 suiirlementB of newspapers 
in [ierniauy, and alarpe number of 
po.ster.s in tlio United Kingdom. Six 
thoiisnuil copies of n large map of the 
Dominion h.iil also boon distribntefl in 
Groat JBritain and tho ('ontinont of 
Europe; ;ind a copy on a smaller (icale 
is br•in^' i ■•publislieil in FnglanJ. The 
C!oiiiinittci' recnmiiienil that this mar be 
1,-iieiilati'U ill r.iilway station.s and other 
imblic i>laces in Canada, in order to dif- 
fuse information among our people. 

They also recommend that the princi- 
pal lincsof li-avcl and geological features 
of the Dominion lie iiulicated upon it. 
The ]iass('n>;ei- warrant Hvstom iias sx^rk- 
cd well, and has b,'t!a extended to other 
lines than the Allan line; and in the cane 
of the families of agricultural laborers 
and Rorvant girls, even lower rates have 
bean obtained. 

The number of immigrants settled in 
tho Dominion in 1.S72 was 20, oiH, showing 
an increase of S.iio;! or iio por cent, over 
the iirccoiliug yciir. The inm-easo proni- 
ifiOH to bo greater this year. From the Int 
of January to the 1st "of May, IKTIi, tho 
nuinbor of immigrants who have arrived 
to settle in Canada is 8,;J10, oomiiarcd with 
•l.."ilil for a corrospoiiding jjoriod nf ]'.j72, 
and iiiforniid.iou r(!C(iivi-d by tho l.lepart- 
moiit from its agents would seem to indi- 
cate that this increase will bo maintained 
throughout tho year.

Having reached this stream, ond while 
partaking of our ''bit'ahd-snp," the Pro- 
fessor sank exhausted "on a bare spot un- 
der a pine tree; he had had palpitation of 
tho hoart f o which succooilod a liigli fever. 
Wo covered him with blankets, then made 
a lire near by. He told tho men thoy had 
bettor leave their packs aud try to find 
thoir way out to, tho settlement, in order 
to got supplies, .ami return fts quickly aa 
posniblo. At 'l o'eldfik tnd men left for 
tho sottleiiieiit. Thoy wero Itobert Mc- 
Lay, (ioorgo Bone, Alijxander Blith and 
tho Indian. Being alone I lixod tho tent 
and cut onongh fir branches to make a 
bed aliove the damp ctiuscd by the melt- 
ing anew. Having cut wood enough to 
make a good firo, I proceeded to boil our 
supper, which was tea straight. Having 
linisheil our frugal meal, the Professor 
being in bed, 1 sat by tho lire and was 
soon lost in contemplation of our position. 
.\lono in tho solitude of tho vast primeval 
forest — a vast wilderness of snow aud tall, 
pines, whoso donao foliage excluded the 
genial rays of tho huh — a forest whose 
stillness was broken only by tho hammer- 
ing noiso of tho woodpecker, or the croak 
of the distant frog, hungry and utterly 
worn out by ourtoilsome journey , without 
fooil, with no certainty of getting relief 
at li iiit for thrive dayu, if then, althnugh 
wo had an idea of being Homowlioro on tho 
boundary of iho Cowichau Valloy, and, 
oousoquontly.not fnr from where wo could 
obtain provisions. The Profi«3sor'H con- 
dition troubled me most; but, luckily, 
after a restless ninht, lie seemed a good 
desl bettor next inorning. 

After the four men left us thoy soon 
reached the toj) the mountain from which 
thoy could see tho valley in tho distance. 
After traversing a mile or two of .snow, 
thoy camped for tho night beneath tho 
■now line. Started at daylight and at 9 
o'clock Sunday morning reached Mr. 
Todd's, having eaten nothing nince iy, 
o'clock on Saturday morning. Mr, Mc- 
Ijay, after resting a conjileof hours, start- 
ed with a supply of provisions, reaching 
us on Monday at 11 o'clock, "We aro 
safel" was our oxclaniation, aftor answer- 
ing his call from the mountain. To him 
we are everlastingly obliged, for wo after- 
wards walked over tlio way he camo and 
it .seemed imiiossible for any human being 
with a load to pass over such a rough 
country in so short a time. Ho did what 
cast tho conquests of .Vlexandor, Hanni- 
bal or Cnjsar far into the shade — at least 
for us. When he reached us ho was botli 
tired and wet — tired from his long, rough 
journey, and wet from the melting snow. 

Sunday. May II — Got up at o'clock 
feeling rofreshod. The lover seemed to 
have abated and my i)atient was asleep, 
Ina short time ho awokof oeling very weak 
The flro having beon kindled T made a 
cup of tea for myself and him. Here our 
sugar gave out, which loft ua tea only. 
Feeling a little strong I cut some wood iu 
order to keej) a good lire so that if any of 
them should como after dark they would 
bo guided by it. Took a drink of tea 
whenever we felt very hungry. 

Mosday, May I'i — This morning at sun- 
rise a little bird perched on a branch 
over our tent and sang sweetly. Certainly it 
is aboarer of glad tidingn. It sang until 
8 o'clock when it flew away. Made fire 
and had a drink of te,\ sugarless. Looked 
ftt tho sugar bug and found some Hour on 
the bottom of it. Put it to soak iu order 
to make a drink from tho sugar and Hour 
in the bag. Eleven o'clock— -MoLay 
has come and brought us something. The 
little bird was a good omen. If strong 
enough to-morrow we will try and get out 
of the snow.
